Vaſques de Pagna (et ſail from Z35bon 1n the year 
One thouſand ſix hundred forty-fix, upon 
the ſame account that you did from Amſterdam, 

and by accident made this Iſland: being curious in 

the Diſcovery , I firſt Coaſted about the two l{lands, 
and then put into the Fretum , that parts the two. 

Hlandsz and obſerving this River that runs up into- 

the Country, ventured into.it; reſolving to-venture 

ſo far till I could ſee either Houſes or Inhabitants ; 
but by the negle&t of my Mate, not being careful 
enough in ſounding the Channel , my Ship untortu- 
nately ſtruck upon a Sand, and ſplit in a very ſhort 
time, giving us little ſpace to ſhift for our lives; in this 
ſtreight every Man endeavouring to ſave himſelf, my - 

{elf with two more got ſafe to the Shore; but of the 

reſt of our Company I never could hear of ſince, and 

therefore conclude they were all drowned. We 
ſought about for ſhelter from the Cold and Rain, it 
being about the time of the Winter-Solſtice,at whica.

Commodity that part of the Countrey doth much 
abound : Then he carried us,and ſhewed us the places 
where he' formerly had buried his Companions, 
over whoſe Bodies he had cauſed to be ereted Py- 
r4mids, covered with Moſs, and curioully checker- 
ed with Boughs of Trees 'woven' together croſs- 
wiſe, Having'done this, he carried us into-a ſtately 
large Room, whoſe Wall inſtead of Tapiſtry was 
bedeck't with Flowers and growing Moſs, and chec- 
ker'd with Boughs after the manner of the Pyramids 
( before mentioned )3' on' the upper end of -which, 
on' a Seat or Bank , - fate his Lady 'with Four 
Chilaren ; his Lady wasinear Twelve Foot high, 
his Elaett Sen, about Twenty years of ape, was 
moie than Twelve foot 5 his Second Son about Sixe 
teen years of age, above = foot; his two Daugh-

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ters, younger, cone was Nine foot, and the other 


Seven foot in heighth. But that which was moſte- 
markable, was, that his Second Son and Eldeſt Daugh- 
ter were ſmooth as.we are, and yet retained the 
Nature of the Countrey as to height. 

© Being pretty well ſatisfied with. our entertainment 


and diverſions, we deſired” his leave to return to our 


ſhip, but he would not grant it, telling us. that: we 


ſhould lye there that night 3 and then conducted us 


into another large Room, wherein was' Hammocks 
provided for us tolye upon ; here he treated us again 
with two or three Movyles of Wine, { which Mo- 
vyle contained about a Gallon ); having drank up 
our Wine, he bid us good-niglht, and letc us. to our 
repoley + 7.

Next morning as ſoon as Sun was up, he came to 
us, and asked us how we ſlept; and called for a 
Movyle of Wine for our Morniag's-draught, and cau- 
ſed likewiſe ſome Veniſon to be-brought tous, with 
which having broke our faſt , he: carxied us to ſee 
his Town, and the Church which he had built, He 
told us, at his firſt coming tothis-place he was both 
King and Prieſt, And. that he had converted his 
Wite, and 'had baptized her and all the inhabitants 
of the place, being all as his domeſtick Servants; 
bur. ſince, the people encreafing, he had conſtituted 
other. Prieſts. After this diſcourſe In the Church, we 
returned to his Houſe, where he gave order for a

His Iſland wherein you are,is called by the Na-

by the Family of Gazgojs, of which Family my Fa- 
ther-1a-law 1s; who is called by the name of Conum- 
bro Bengangois : Ils chief ſeat is Cubugnel/o,the Town 
where I was Entertained and Married. He is the Ab- 
ſolute Monarch of the Ifland, and hath Fourty petty 
Kings that live about him, that do Homage, and pay 
Tribute to him yearly. | 
They worſhip in all parts of this Iſland, except 
mine, the Devil, who appears to them very often in 


| a miſty cloud, uttering or mumbling out ſome words 


concerning his will; which it they donot punctually 
perform, ſome great misfortune happens, either to 
them ortheir Children ſoon after. They believe that 
they that live well here, and do, no man any injury, 
and obey the Laws” of the Cacique, they ſhall enjoy 
muci happineſs after death,in pleaſant fields, behind 
the H1l!s, Atthree times of the year they offer Sacri- 
fices totheir Dzex (as they call him) who appears 1n a

other; it they declare their liking, the Father of the 
Damofel i the prefence of one of their Fritazeers,or 
Prieſts, gives his Daughter to the Young-man,. and 
with her gives her Dowry, which is one or more Ser- 
vants,according to bis ability and their former. agree» 
ment; after this the Fritazeer offers a Sacrifice to the 
Dzex, and the Marriage is celebrated. They are here 
| allowed to have but one Wite ; and if either die,they 
are riot pertmitred to marry again : Both Men and 
Women here are very chaſt and temperate in meat and 
drink :* Their Women are not fa fruitfal as in Exrope, 
it being a rare thing for one to ſee four Children in a 
- Family. Theft and Marder are here ſeverely puniſh- 
ed with cruel Tortures unto death; fo that a ſtranger 
mayſafely travel in this fland without fear of harm, 
except it be from: Bears which lurk in the Woods, 
with which this Iffand is well ſtored, 
The Commodities of this Tſland are Saunders, 
Palm-trees, Konock a fort of paint, Caſſanack a kind

of Pults of which they make their bread ; great plen= 


ty of Goats arid Deer, Fowl of ſeveral forts, Fiſh in. 


abundance, Orters and Beevers good ſtore. Here are - 
alſo fevcral Gold and Silver Mines, but they are not- 


- much regarded bythelnhbabitants,they adorning them-

ſelves more with Pearl and Amber, with which this: 
Country is well ſtored. Their Driak is Palm-Wine, 
which they make after this manner: They bore a hole 
inthe tree, and-put intothe hole a hollow Cane, and 
at the end of the tap they hang a.veſlel to catch the 
liquor:in an hours time if the Tree be any thing large, 
there will run out agalion ; this liquor 1s fit co'drink 
preſently, and is very pleaſant and ſpiritous, intoxi- 
cating the brain, as ſoon as the moſt generous Wine in 
Europe; here are ſeveral acres of ground yearly plan- 
ted with theſe Trees, which ſerve for the uſe afore- 
ſaid. They have here a certain Tree which they call 
Cocotonuch, of the Bark of which they weave a Cloth 
which ſerves them for Hammocks and Mantles which 
they uſe in the Winter time; it being full as cold, or 
colder about June as it is in Europe in December. The 
people here by reaſon of their Temperance and Cha- 
ſtity live longer than they do in Exrope ; the genera- 
lity of them livingtill they are a Hundred and twenty, 
or a Hundred and fifty years of age :. The like reaſon 
might be given for their extraordinary {tature. 
-* The Women here are very comely, and well fea- 
tured; their faces indifferently ſ\mooth, but the Men 
' areſorovugh and hairy inthe face, that they look like 
ſo many Ifland-ſhocks.

of us concerning Portugal and Exrope5 a:king us if 
Europe was as big as this World ſhe lived in? We told- 
her, That this place was as ſmall in compariſon of Z#-: 
rope as this Town was. to the whole Iſland of Bex- 
ganga, After this manner we diſcourſed, till night 
drawing near, put us in mind of-going to our Ship: 
we thereforeecarneſtly defired leave to depart, which: 
the Governour very unwillingly granted, but made: 
us promiſe that (if God would permit) we would re-- 
turn again, orat leaſt acquaint the Exropear: World 
with this place, and more eſpecially his own Coun- 
try ; deſiring them to ſend over ſome Religious men. 
to aſſiſt him in planting the Goſpel amongſt thefe mi-- 
ſerably deluded people. 
Thus we took our leave, and,came. to our Ship, 
where we. repoſed for that night, and the.next mor-
